For hiscoiidnct on this occasion Captain, 
Pickett was highly complimented by 
General Barney, ciiil tho legislature of 
Washington territory passed resolutions 
rcf thanks to him.—JSichmcnil Dispatch.

THK CAIlSOJl MINT. 


Another evidence of the great mis- 


takes of our gold friends in Nevada 
comes from 'Washington. The Carson 
Mint, through the exertions of Con- 
gressman 
Newlands, is not to be 


abolished this year. The sub-committee 
of the Coinage Committee of the House 
of Repieaeutatives proposed to recom- 
mend the dismantling of the Carbon 
Mint. The Director of the Mint also 
favored it. 
'I he idea prevailed at 


Washington that there are not honest 
men enough in Nevada to run the mint, 
and in support of that view the com- 
mittee pointed to tbe manner in which 
the mint uad been plundered by thosa 
entrusted with its management. V»'hou 
the sub-committee: was about to report 
Congressman Newlauds asked leave to 
make a statement, and presented strong 
arguments against dismantling the 
mint. 
He di=iuaded the committee 


from its origin il intention, and tbe 
mint will not be abolished this year, 
aud if the silver men of all parties 
unite on a Presidential candidate it 
will be running to it* full capacity coin- 
ing standard dollars within eighteen 
months. 


Now tbe people of Nevada have in- 


controvertible proof that the assertion 
of our gold friends tuat Mr. Norlan 
was without party and without in- 
fluence at, Washington is wholly u:i 
founded; in fact, absolutely untrue. 
He has saved the Car=ou Mint for this 
year, and it will be the fault of the peo- 
ple themselves if it is not coining sil- 
ver next year.

WASHINGrox, .February 28.—In the 


Senate to-day the Cuban resolutions 
were discussed. Lindsay said that the 
only results of the trouble in Cuba 
would be the complete independence 
of Cuba or the utter annihilation of the 
Cuban people. The only step by Con- 
gress which would avail would be the 
recognition of the complete independ- 
ence of Cuba. The resolution did not 
contemplate active intervention. 
It 


extended our good offices to Spain 
with the view of securing the ultimate 
independence of Cuba. 


Spain owed Cuba as much as Turkey 


owed Armenia, or as the United Staces 
owes Venezuela, but Spain contem- 
plated the annihilation of all the able- 
bodied men in Cuba to crush the in- 
surrection.

How to Make a Handle Stick. 


Handles will get loose, do what yon 


will, says The Wheel, and some time 
or other they will part company with 
tho bar. Forty ways to cement them on 
have been exploited as many different 
times in the columns of the wheel pa- 
pers, but the average sticker on of han- 
dles makes the mistake of smearing the 
cement over the handle bar instead of 
placing it inside the handle, the conse- 
quence being that the handle when 
forced on, pushes up the cement, which 
forms in an unsightly ring round the 
end of the handle. Tho proper way is to 
melt a little cement, pour it into the 
mouth of the handle while the latter is 
being revolved, so as to make it inn 
round, warm the end of the handle bar, 
but not sufficiently to injure the cork 
or celluloid, and push the handle on. 
The handle bar will thus tend to carry 
the cement farther in, and there will be 
none visible round the outside.—Ex- 
change.
